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Fencing off pnblic 
green wins approval 


A FENCE will be put up 
around Newmarket’s 
central green in a bid to 
keep out travellers. 

The controversial move 
to fence The Severals, the 
town’s public space, has 
been agreed by town 
councillors following two 
“invasions” by travellers 
last month. 

The town council is to pay half 
the £5,000 cost of putting up a 4ft 
6in single rail wooden fence 
around the green which has been 
an open space for centuries.

Jockey Club Estates, which owns 
a strip of land around the green, 
will pay the rest. 

But planning permission will 
have to be obtained because the 
green is in a conservation area. 

Coun Bill Burch, the mayor, 
said: “I would love to see The 
Severals stay without a fence, but 
I believe this is the best solution. 
If travellers break the fence we 
can get them off straight away” 
The council had to spend £2,500 
in legal fees to get a court order 
to force around a dozen caravans 


to move off the green after a 
week. 

Coun Burch said the council 
could have to pay “thousands” in 
further legal costs if there were 
other traveller camps on the 
green. 

Former mayor Coun Robin 
Millar opposed the fence. 

He said: “This would be a 
terrible thing to do. We should 
tell the Jockey Club we don’t 
think this would be a good idea.” 

But another former mayor, 
Coun Warwick Hirst, said that 
businesses in the town had to 
spend thousands of pounds on 
increased security measures 
while travellers were camped on 


the green and they were anxious 
to prevent the travellers from 
returning. 

Coun Chris Turner, deputy 
mayor, said: “It’s important that 
the people of Newmarket see the 
town council taking the lead.” 

Coun Burch said the fence 
would be painted in a green 
preservative to reduce its impact 
on the area. 

The council’s contribution to 
the cost would be payable in two 
instalments in 2008 and 2009. 

Members of the town council 
voted by a majority at a meeting 
on Monday to go ahead with the 
fence.

NEWMARKET’S Lester 
Piggott Day was enjoyed 
as much by the jockey’s 
legion of fans and contem¬ 
poraries as it was by the 
great man himself. 

Lester looked in top trim, 
having recovered from health 
problems that saw the event 
postponed from its original date 
in May. 

When interviewed by his 
daughter Tracy on Saturday, the 
71-year-old described the 
occasion as “terrific”. 

Lisa Hancock, managing 
director of Newmarket Race¬ 
courses, said: “Lester was on 
great form and that really made 
it for me. 

“He and his family were 
visibly enjoying it all and Sir 
Peter O’Sullevan (who com¬ 
mentated for the BBC during 
much of Lester’s career) paid 
magnificent tribute to him, 
which was so heartfelt.” 

Mrs Hancock said the 
appreciation shown by the 
crowds was clear to see. 

“Everyone was wandering 
around enjoying themselves 
and we were bowled over by the 


reception to Lester himself, 
and to all the displays we had,” 
she added. 

“There was a queue snaking 
out of the exhibition for much 
of the afternoon, with people 
waiting to get in and pick up 
autographs. 

“The weather was wonderful 
and it was just great to see so 
many Lester fans - what struck 
me was that the crowds were 
made up by people of so many 


different ages. 

“it wasn’t just those more 
mature racegoers who remem¬ 
ber him winning on Crepello in 
1957, there were also those who 
remember him winning on 
Royal Academy towards the 
end of his magnificent career.” 

While the Victor Chandler- 
sponsored day was all about 
Lester and celebration of his 
outstanding achievements, 
those in attendance were 
treated to some racing. 

And fittingly, among the 
winners was Vanquisher, train¬ 
ed by Lester’s son-in-law 
William Haggas. 

While there are no immedi¬ 
ate plans to stage the event 
again, Mrs Hancock said the 
tremendous response meant 
the track could not rule out the 
possibility. 

“it just couldn’t have worked 
out better,” she said. 

“At the moment, the day was 
a one-off as we were organi¬ 
sing it to coincide with the 50th 
Anniversary of Crepello’s 2000 
Guineas win in 1957. 

“But there is obviously a 
massive fan club for Lester, not 
that we needed to be told, and it 
might be considered again.”

Trial held up by 
legal arguments 


THE trial of former cham¬ 
pion jockey Kieren Fallon 
on race-fixing allegations 
is expected to be held up 
for a week. 

Legal discussions began on 
Monday at the Old Bailey ahead 
of the four-month trial. 

Fallon, 42, and five other men 
will be tried after pleading not 
guilty at a previous hearing. 

The men are charged with 
conspiracy to defraud between 
December 2002 and September 
2004 by interfering with the 
running of horses to ensure 
they lost races, defrauding 
punters with internet firm 
Betfair. 

Fergal Lynch, 29, and Darren 
WiUiams, 29, who are both jock¬ 
eys, Miles Rodgers, 38, Philip 
Sherkle, 42, and Shaun Lynch, 
37, aU deny the allegations. 

Rodgers, a former racing syn¬ 
dicate director, has also pleaded 
not guilty to a charge of conceal-

ing the proceeds of crime. 

Fraud charges were brought 
following an investigation by 
City of London police. 

Fallon, who lives near Cow- 
linge, was banned from racing in 
Britain by the Horseracing 
Regulatory Authority in July, 
2006, pending the outcome of the 
trial. 

Fallon claimed the first of 
three successive jockey titles in 
1997. But his winning run was 
halted by a shoulder injury at 
Royal Ascot in 2000. 

In 2001, the County-Clare-born 
rider battled back to fitness to 
claim the next three titles. He 
was odds-on to win a seventh 
championship in the 2004 
season, but lost out to Frankie 
Dettori. 

Over the course of his career, 
Fallon has enjoyed partnerships 
with three of racing’s most succ-

essful trainers - Henry Cecil, 
Sir Michael Stoute and Aidan 
O’Brien. But controversy foll¬ 
owed his success. Fallon was 
banned for six months after pul¬ 
ling a jockey off a horse at 
Beverley in 1994. 

In 2004, he was suspended for 
21 days for failing to ride to the 
finish in a race at Lingfield.

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Woman who made false 


999 calls 


A FORMER ambu¬ 
lance worker who 
made more than 100 
false 999 calls to the 
emergency services 
has been jailed. 

Despite being sentenced 
to six weeks’ custody at 
Ipswich Crown Court on 
Monday Kay Cousins, 45, 
is expected to be released 
almost immediately bec¬ 
ause of time she has 
already spent in prison on 
remand. 

Cousins, of New Cheve- 
ley Road, Newmarket, had 
pleaded guilty at an earlier 
hearing to breaching an 
interim anti-social be¬ 
haviour order within days 
of it being imposed by 
magistrates, having an 
article with a sharply 
pointed blade in a public 
place, obstructing a rail¬ 
way line and breaching a 
conditional discharge. 

The interim Asbo was 
imposed after Cousins 
made a number of false 
999 calls to the police and 
ambulance service. 

She had admitted a 
charge of making menac¬ 
ing or abusive telephone 
calls to the emergency ser¬ 
vices. 


Ian Pells, for the pros¬ 
ecution, told the crown 
court that in January, 
Cousins stood on the rail¬ 
way line at Newmarket in 
the path of a train trav¬ 
elling between Harwich 
and Cambridge. 

The driver made an 
emergency stop, bringing 
the train to a halt just two 
feet from where Cousins 
was standing. 

Mr Pells said in March, 
police received a call from 
Cousins who claimed to be 
armed with a carving 
knife and saying that she 
wanted to kill someone. 

Officers found her dre¬ 
ssed in her nightclothes in 
New Cheveley Road, 
holding a knife. 

As a result of those, and 
other similar incidents. 
Cousins appeared before 
magistrates in Bury St 
Edmunds on May 21, said 
Mr Pells, and she was 
made the subject of an 
Asbo. 

Two days later Cousins 
was arrested after breach¬ 
ing the order by causing a 
hazard to traffic and dist¬ 
ressing pedestrians in 
New Cheveley Road by 
standing in the middle of 
the road trying to bite her

own arms while shouting 
and screaming. 

Appearing for Cousins, 
Richard Wood said that 
until two or three years 
ago Cousins had comm¬ 
itted no offences but since 
then had amassed a cata¬ 
logue of convictions. 

Part of the source of 
her problems stemmed 
from a grievance with the 
ambulance service over 
how her career came to 
and end and also a feeling 
that since then, efforts had 
been made to push her 
towards the mental health 
service, although Cousins 
did not consider herself to 
be mentally ill. 

Cousins, who moved to 
Newmarket 20 months ago, 
lost her job as an ambu¬ 
lance driver in 2005 bec¬ 
ause of concerns about 
increasing problems res¬ 
ulting from her behaviour. 

Judge David Goodin said 
although Cousins had not 
been found to be mentally 
ill, she did suffer from a 
very disturbed per¬ 
sonality. 

In addition to the jail 
sentence. Judge Goodin 
ordered that the Asbo 
should remain in force 
indefinitely.

Rare bitterns are 
back in the Fens 

BITTERNS are booming in the Fens. 

The rare birds, known for their 
distinctive call, have delighted cons¬ 
ervationists by nesting at Kingfisher’s 
Bridge, near Soham. 

It is the first time bitterns have been 
recorded nesting in the Fens since the 
Second World War, and the RSPB says it 
is evidence of the wading bird’s 
recovery in the UK. 

The site has been partly converted to 
reedbed, which appeals to bitterns. 

But Dr Tom Tew, Natural England’s 
chief scientist, believes climate change 
is a threat to the birds. 

He said: “We are searching for ways 
to make them more resilient. We hope 
the wetlands created at Lakenheath 
Fen, the Great Fen and in the Somerset 
Levels will soon be attracting bitterns, 
too.” 

The bird, closely related to the heron, 
was extinct in Britain between 1886 and 
1911. It reached another low point in 
1997 when the reintroduced population 
dropped to just 11 males.

Mum’s pram scam 
netted thousands

PREGNANT women 
were conned out of 
thousands of pounds 
when they bought 
prams on eBay. 

Simone Marley, a mother 
herself, made £4,363 in the 
scam, which involved selling 
prams on the internet 
auction site, and then failing 
to deliver them once the 
money had been paid. 

The 34-year-old admitted 
12 counts of theft when she 
appeared before magistrates 
in Ely last week and could 
now face jail. 

She received money from 
12 women between June and 
August last year, which 
ranged from £29.99 to £790. 

They believed they were 
buying top-of-the-range 
Bugaboo Gecko Prams, 
which retail for £469, but 
they never arrived. 

Yetunde Fawehinmi, 
prosecuting, told the court: 
“The victims in most of the 
cases were pregnant women 
in the advanced stages of 
pregnancy, shopping for 
their babies.” 

Ms Fawehinmi said 


eBay cheat conned 
pregnant women 


Marley asked the purchasers 
to send a cheque to her 
address in The Causeway, 
Soham, and to make them 
payable to W Harper - her 
young son Wesley who now 
lives in America. 

She told the magistrates: 
“Alarm bells rang with the 
victims when they did not 
receive the goods they had 
ordered. 

“The victims were vul¬ 
nerable, pregnant women, 
waiting for their first babies 
to arrive, and in one case it 
was a grandmother waiting 
for a pram for her first 
grandchild.” 

Marley, who now lives in 
Scaltback Close, Newmarket, 
had a “drop shipping arran¬ 
gement” with specialist baby 
shop Two Left Feet, but she 
never took delivery of the 
prams and did not send them 
to the buyers. 

Mary Cleaver, mitigating, 
said Marley had been 
experiencing personal 
problems, and when her ex¬ 


partner left she had to build a 
new life for herself. 

She said she had pre¬ 
viously been a good seller on 
eBay, with 98 per cent 
positive feedback, before she 
began to seU the prams. 

She added: “She used that 
money to keep the family 
going. She said it did not pay 
for luxury items for herself, 
but on food, rent and bills. 

“She is very ashamed of 
what occurred and feels very 
responsible for what she did 
and the losses to the 12 
women who purchased the 
items.” 

The case was adjourned for 
pre-sentence reports to be 
drawn up, and presiding 
magistrate Bryant Watson 
said all sentencing options 
were being left open, 
including custody. 

Marley was granted 
unconditional bail and will 
next appear at Ely Mag¬ 
istrates’ Court on October 11. 


Friend’s bid to provide a 
memorial for dead couple 


LONG lost friends of a 
deceased couple are being 
sought to build a lasting 
monument to their lives. 

Walter Bird lived in 
Snailwell with his wife 
Angela and died in 2002 at 
the age of 73, six years after 
his wife. 

They are both buried at St 
Peter’s Church, in their 
home village, but as they 
have no surviving family no- 
one has put up headstone for 
them both. 

The couple’s friend Maur¬ 


een Howes is searching for 
anyone who knew them to 
get in touch with her to help 
organise the tribute.

First woman ‘boss’ 
aims to do her best

THE FIRST woman to 
command the American Air 
Force wing at the Mildenhall 
base has spoken of her aim to 
do her best during her two- 
year appointment. 

Col Eden Murrie said she did not 
believe that being a woman changed 
her approach to her job as “boss” to 
around 5,000 military personnel in 
the USAF’s 100th Air Refuelling 
Wing. 

“I don’t think I do it any different 
to anyone else,” she said. 

“This is a great base and it’s an 
honour for anyone to be the 
commander. 

“My goal is just to be the best 
commander 1 can be and the best 
mentor for everyone. I’m just the 
next person in line.” 

Col Murrie, 46, has followed in her 
father’s footsteps in a career in the 
US Air Force. He rose through the 
ranks during a 33 year career to 
become a colonel. 

Her husband Jon is a pilot with 
American Airlines and formerly flew 
in the USAF. They have a 16-year-old

daughter, Devon, who was partic¬ 
ularly excited about being in Britain. 
Col Murrie, a master navigator. 


was previously based in Belgium as 
special assistant to the commander 
of US forces in Europe. 

She qualified from the USAF 
Academy in 1984 and flies in the 
base’s KC-135R Stratotanker in-flight 
refuelling jets in between admin¬ 
istrative and community duties. 

The planes play an important role 
in supporting front-line fighters, 
bombers and transport aircraft 
involved in the conflicts in Iraq and 
Afghanistan. 

She has been at the base since the 
end of June and has been getting to 
know the area. 

She said: “I was invited to the 
Bishop of Ely’s garden party. How 
cool is that?” 

She said the future of the base’s 
air fete - which has not been held 
since the 9/11 attacks in 2001 - was 
constantly under review. 

The event attracted nearly 500,000 
people over two days at the height of 
its popularity. 

She said the possibility of another 
show was being considered, if 
security issues could be resolved. 

“It’s something we are certainly 
looking into,” she said.

A s THE hands 

tightened around her 
throat, Sue Cowan 
desperately fought 
for breath. Gripping 
the steering wheel tight, she 
could barely keep the car on 
the road... 

A mental health nurse, Sue was being 
throttled by a paranoid patient. “That 
was a pretty scary moment,” admits 
the 60-year-old, grimacing at the 
thought. 

“This lady had absconded and I had a 
call to say she’d been seen lying in the 
middle of the road, could I go and 
collect her? So off I went in my Ford 
Capri. 

“I got her in the back seat and drove 
off - and then she started trying to 
strangle me. I had septicaemia in one 
arm, after being savaged by my cat. 
And my other hand was on the 
steering wheel, so I couldn’t pull her 
off. 

“I managed to stop the car, thank God. 
I freed myself but she refused to get 
out. That was almost the only time, in 
all my years of nursing, when I felt 
really cross...” 

Sue, who lives in Soham, has just

retired after more than four decades in 
the National Health Service. Looking 
back, she concedes there were 
several sticky moments. But still she 
wouldn’t change a thing. “I loved it,” 
she explains. “Helping people deal 
with their problems is really 
rewarding.” 

Born in London, the eldest of four. Sue 
and her family moved to Rhodesia 
when she was just nine years old. 
Unfortunately her mother fell ill and 
had to come back to England, where 
she had a hysterectomy for cancer. 
“My dad stayed in Rhodesia to pay off 
medical debts and subsequently 
deserted mum and the four of us. We 
were left penniless and without a 
home.” 

With nowhere else to go, Sue’s mum, 
Barbara, moved back to her native 
Cambridgeshire. “We moved in with 
my grandma in Cottenham,” Sue 
explains. “And that’s when my mum 
got the job at Fulbourn.” 

Starting as a nursing assistant at the 


famous psychiatric hospital, Barbara 
worked her way up to sister. 

After leaving school. Sue got a part- 
time job as a waitress. Saving up her 
tips, she used to buy chocolates for 
her mother’s patients; the nurses in 
charge, a Miss Brock and Miss Legg, 
were, “quite impressed, I think”. 

When she decided on a career in 
nursing it was to Miss Brock and Miss 
Legg that she went for advice. 

Less than a fortnight later, in the 
summer of 1965, Sue began training. 
“What they didn’t know was that I was 
pregnant,” she says. “I was 17 and, in 
those days, it just wasn’t acceptable.” 

It was. Sue adds, “a traumatic time”. 
But, determined to get her 
qualifications, she soldiered on. “It was 
tough because Kevin, my son, was 
nought to three while I trained,” says 
Sue. “But he became my crusade. My 
mum and I worked opposite shifts, so 
one of us was always at home with 
him.” 

From the moment she started work at

Fulbourn, Sue loved her job, which 
was nothing if not varied. “When I 
was working in admissions people 
would come in accompanied by eight 
police officers, because they were so 
violent,” she remembers. “That could 
be a bit hairy. One man flew through 
the interview room door, smashing 
the reinforced glass everywhere.” 

For the last 15 years. Sue has worked 
with the community health team - 
where 98 per cent of her clients had 
schizophrenia or related psychiatric 
problems. 

By offering support, understanding 
and expertise. Sue has helped people 
deal with a host of conditions. 

With her son Kevin, 42, now a father 
himself. Sue says being a grandma 
(to two grandsons and three step- 
grandchildren) is “pretty cool”. Since 
retiring in May, she’s enjoyed

spending more time with her family - 
and planning the trip of a lifetime. 

At Christmas, she’s off on a three- 
month tour of Australia and New 
Zealand. “After so long looking after 
other people, it’s time to look after me,” 
explains Sue, who’s arranged for a 
house-sitter to care for her home and 
beloved cat Jake in her absence. 

In the last 18 months. Sue has lost an 
amazing five stones in weight. “I was 
more than 21 stones and I’m only five 
feet five,” she said. “I wanted to have a 
long and healthy retirement - so I knew 
I had to do something about it. By the 
time I get on that plane in December I’ll 
have lost another two stone.” 

Nominated by her colleagues. Sue was 
also invited to a Buckingham Palace 
garden party this summer, in recognition 
of her services to both the NHS and her 
local community. “That was just 
fantastic,” she enthuses. “The Queen 
was only a few feet away from me. So 
far, this has been the most amazing 
year.”

A WOMAN in constant 
pain from a degener¬ 
ative condition, waiting 
two years for 
treatment, claims if she 
was a new patient she 
would be seen sooner. 

Debbie Marsh, of 
Ness Road, Burwell, 
suffers from problems 
with her neck and back. 

An accident 12 years 
ago left her with a deg¬ 
enerative nerve condit¬ 
ion which has seen her 
requiring constant pain 
relief. 

Recently she has been 
waiting two years for 
one pain relief inject¬ 
ion, and 16 months for a 
second one in her back, 
both from the same 
West Suffolk Hospital 
in Bury St Edmunds. 

She said: “I knew I 
would be facing quite a 
wait but I didn’t think 
it would be two years. 
They say pain doesn’t 
kill you but living with 
it 24 hours a day is 


terrible.” 

She does not blame 
the hospital but says 
that new NHS targets 
mean long-term pat¬ 
ients suffer long delays. 

Mrs Marsh said: “If I 
was a new patient then 
I would get seen 
straight away. But by 
being given targets it 
means hospitals are 
ignoring everyone else 
on the list already. 

“Treatment should be 
decided by consultants, 
but they have no say on 
the waiting list. 

“It should be a clinic¬ 
al judgment, not one 
done on government 
statistics.” 

MP Richard Spring 
said the problem was 
caused by the hospital 
trying to meet the 
Government’s 18-week 
referral to treatment 
time for new patients.

Top trainer faces 
hare coursing case

LEADING racehorse 
trainer Sir Mark Prescott 
and celebrity chef Clar¬ 
issa Dickson Wright are 
facing prosecution for 
allegedly breaking the 
ban on hare coursing. 

A private prosecution has 
been taken out against them by 
the International Fund for 
Animal Welfare. 

They face allegations of 
hunting hares with dogs at two 
events near Malton, North 
Yorkshire, in March. They are 
also accused of attending the 
events contrary to the ban on 
hunting with dogs. 

They are due to answer a 
summons to appear at Scar¬ 
borough Magistrates’ Court on 
November 9. 

Land-owning baronet Sir 
Mark, 59, has trained more 
than 1,200 winners at his Heath 
House stables in Moulton Road, 
Newmarket. 

He has been a lifelong supp¬ 
orter of countryside sports and 
was an outspoken critic of the 
government’s hunting ban. 

He spoke at protest rallies 
before the introduction of the 
ban and at one, in 2003, said he

would be willing to go to jail. 

He also predicted that 10,000 
hares would be shot by farmers 
as a result of the ban. 

He told the Weekly News he 
had yet to receive any court 
papers in relation to the 
allegations. 

“It’s an appalling allegation 


and I shall be defending the 
case, but apart from that I’m 
afraid it has to be a firm ‘no 
comment’,” he said. 

He helped to organise a 
major hare coursing event near 
Newmarket to promote the 
sport before the ban was 
introduced and has contended 
that the object of the prev¬ 
iously legal hare coursing 
events was not to kill hares. 

Before the ban there was a 
distinction between “legal” and 
“illegal” events. The illegal 
events were held informally by 
groups who did not have 
farmers’ permission to use 
their land. 

Dickson Wright, 60, is a 
former barrister who shot to 
fame on the BBC food show 
Two Fat Ladies. 

This private prosecution is 
separate from another alleged 
hare coursing case which is 
due to be heard at Scarborough 
Magistrates Court involving 
Peter Easterby another race¬ 
horse trainer. 

Easterby, of Great Habton, 
North Yorkshire, is charged 
with allowing his land to be 
used for hare coursing and 
attending hare coursing. 

His case is being pursued by 
the Crown Prosecution Service.

THERE are plenty of 
lovelorn maidens littering 
the annals of operatic 
history - but Carmen is 
very different. 

The eponymous central character 
in Bizet’s classic French opera 
was such a liberated force of 
nature that the piece caused 
quite a stir when it was first 
performed in 1875. 

The story sees fiery gypsy girl 
Carmen woo a corporal, 
encourage him to mutiny against 
his superiors before cruelly 
dropping him for a bullfighter. 
Critics pronounced it immoral and 
one famous singer of the day 
refused to sing the part. 

But for respected mezzo soprano 
Heather Shipp - who takes up the 
role at the Cambridge Corn 
Exchange on Sunday - it’s a role 
she has taken to her heart. 
Heather said: “She’s a really hot 
headed woman and takes 
everything to the extreme. She 
was the first anti-heroine and I 
think audiences just couldn’t face 
the fact that she wasn’t truly good 
through and through. 

“She’s still provocative. Even 
these days where women are 
emancipated she still seems 
remarkably free and I think that is 
the gypsy aspect of her character. 
She’s a rolling stone and never 


wants to be tied down, she just 
wants to live for the moment.” 
Heather is fitting the tour in 
between her duties at the Royal 
Opera House where she is 
performing in Wagner’s Ring 
Cycle- “It’s amazing - big 
mythological stuff, you know,” she 
says excitedly. 

The Carmen production comes 
from Ellen Kent’s company, who 
are regular visitors to the Corn 
Exchange, and features the 
Chisinau National Philharmonic 
Orchestra. 

“I haven’t done Carmen for about 


four years but I had a two-year 
period where it was all I seemed 
to sing,” Heather says. 

“Opera companies seem to go 
through phases where for some 
reason they all choose to do the 
same piece and everybody was 
doing Carmen-but very 
differently each time, each 
director has their own idea about 
how they want to play it. I do love 
it and I think it suits me.”

COMPUTER game obsessed new ravers 
Hadouken! bring their neon-coloured electro¬ 
punk to the Junction next month. 

The Leeds-based band have taken their 
inspirations from both angular indie rock and 
the hard edged hip hop stylings of Grime.

Hadouken! formed in 2006 and burst onto a 
scene in which the power of the record labels 
had already seriously dwindled and all eyes 
were on user generated music websites like 
MySpace. But while their fame initially spread 
through the web they soon realised that they 
would only be able to keep their new found 
fans if they could deliver when it came to the 
live performance. 

“The internet just means you can get your 
music out there and it’s the cheapest way of 
promoting yourself. 

“But you have to make sure you’ve got the 
performance to back it up with.”

And the RAC Foundation 
said too many signs on the 
roads “simply confuse” 
motorists. 

The CPRE wants the 
Government to issue 
guidance on how to fix 
signs and design roads to 
prevent overuse of signage 
to enhance the appearance 
the landscape. 

At an Institute for 
Highway Incorporated 
Engineers conference in 
Loughborough, CPRE 
planning campaigner Paul 
Miner urged highway 
authorities to carry out 
“clutter audits” of 
secondary A, B and lesser 
roads. 

An audit of the A32 in 
rural Hampshire found 70 
per cent of the signs could 
be removed, according to 
the CPRE. 

Mr Miner said: “The 
Government wants local 
authorities to be ‘place 
shapers’. The best place 
everyone can start is by 
looking at the appearance 
of our roads. 

“Most of our rural roads 
are a mess of unnecessary 
and standardised signage 
that looks bland and 
encourages irresponsible 
motoring. 

“By getting rid of this 
clutter, local councils, 
highway engineers and 
communities can make our 
countryside a safer and 
more attractive place to 
be.” 

He said obsolete signs 
were often not removed, 
while there was also an 
excess of warning and 
speeding signs. 

Sheila Rainger, head of 


campaigns at the RAC 
Foundation, said: “Road 
signs are designed to warn, 
instruct and advise, but if 
overused they simple 
confuse. 

“Highways authorities 
have the best of intentions, 
hoping that additional 
signs will enhance road 
safety, but a surfeit of signs 
can lead to disaster. 

“Their physical presence 
on the roadside threatens 
bikers and cyclists, while 
the mental load required to 
process excess information 
compromises drivers’ 
concentration.” 

■ The small German town 
of Bohmte has engaged in 
an unusual experiment - 
the council has removed all 
its road signs apart from 
one, as you enter the town, 
saying: “Priority changed”. 

The £1.6m scheme is 
funded by the European 
Union and is based on the 
“shared space” traffic 
management concept 
pioneered by Dutch expert 
Hans Monderman. Road 
users negotiate using hand 
signals and/or eye contact. 

Nobody - not pedestrians, 
cyclists or drivers - has 
priority on roundabouts 
and junctions. 

“The residents were 
against the obvious 
suggestion which would 
have been a bypass, because 
experience showed that they 
take away customers from 
the shops,” the mayor of 
Bohmte, Klaus 

Goedejohann, said. 

“They wanted to keep 
traffic passing through the 
town centre but slower and at 
a reduced volume, ”he added.

SMMT: ‘Car 
firms can’t 
be C02 saga 
casualty’ 


FIGURES to be published in 
Towards Sustainability - SMMT’s 
eighth annual sustainability report 
- will show annual C02 emissions 
from UK car and commercial 
vehicle manufacturing have fallen 
36.5 per cent from 2.14 to 1.36 
million tonnes in four years. 

This improvement follows figures in 
SMMT’s new car C02 report, published in 
July, which revealed average new car C02 
emissions fell 12 per cent in a decade, 
saving an estimated one million tonnes of 
C02 each year. 


In addition to charting progress on 
environmental measures. Towards 
Sustainability looks at sector economics. 
This year, it will show the value of 
Britain’s largest manufacturing sector 
which employs more than 850,000 people 
and has a turnover of £48.5bn. 

However, despite the improvement in 
sustainability and the importance of the 
sector to jobs and the economy, 
government and opposition parties are 
currently battling to “out-green” each 
other with a series of unworkable policy 
measures for manufacturers and their 
customers. SMMT has today called for a 
stop to the hollow gestures which 


undermine confidence and send a message 
that threatens jobs and investment in the 
UK. 

“In the hunt for a good sound-bite, 
politicians are losing sight of good policy,” 
said SMMT chief executive Christopher 
Macgowan. “Ideas like banning petrol cars 
or slapping £2,000 on the price of a new car 
might make headlines, but they offer little 
in the way of practical solutions to the 
very real issue of limiting climate change.’ 

The automotive sector is Europe’s largest 
investor in research and development, 
spending £14bn annually, or four per cent of 
turnover in bringing cleaner technologies 
to market. But in parallel with the
